(4.) Olf. But to Réturn to our Subjed, Thy

fet'ft thy felf Above all the Ancient both’ Gree 
and Roman Philofophers, from whom WE learnt 
that Notion,and mak’ft Fools of them All, as well 
as of US. 

Country-m. No. I make not Fools of them 
nor: fet my felf Above them, they were Men 
of Great Wit and Sagacity. Yet i. know from 
the Holy Scriptures (which they had not ) 
what ali their Philofophy coud never reach. 
They knew not how the World or Adankind 
began. How then cou’d they know how 
Government Began? Therefore they were put 
to their Gueffes. And fome of them thought 
of the way of Compaft and Agreement among 
Men, tho’ they knew not When or Hom. But 
they faw, That this cou’d be no Bafis or Sete 
tlement of Government, efpecially fo as to oblige 
Confcience,; which is the great Security of Go. 
vernment. For what AZan is he, who can by 
his own NATURAL Authority, bind the Cone 
fcience of Another? That wou’d be far more 
than the Power of Life, Liberty or Property, 
Therefore they faw the Neceffity of a DIVINE 
Original of Government. To Supply which, 
they Fabled their Kings to be Begot by fome 
God or other, and fo to be of an Higher Race 
than the Reft of Adankind. And they had 
their Apotheojes of their Kings, at their Deat 
or turning them into Gods, to Command the 
Reverence and Obedience of their Subjeéts. 
Then their Legiflators gave it out, that they 
Receiv'd their Laws from fome of the Gods. As 
Numa Pompilius {aid he had his from the God- 
defs ei geria. Draco and Solon Pretended they 
had the Athenian Laws from Adinerva. Lycurgus 
thofeof the Lacedemonians, from Apolic, Minos of 
Crete, from Jupiter. Trifmegiftus from Adercury, 
for the Egyptians, Zoroaffer tor the Perfians, from 
Horomafis. Xamalxisfrom Vefia for the Scythians, 
and fo forth, . 

Thus they Grop’d in the Dark after what we 
have Clearly Reveal'd ip H.Seripture,the DIVINE 
Original of Government. And YOU, (Good 
Chriftians ') lead us back to the Heathens, to 
find it out. And fet up their Schems of Com- 
pact, Rejecting the Jnftitution. of God, Record- 
ed in Genefis, as of the firlt Dominion Found- 
t vs Adam, fo of the Divifion of Nations under 
oab.
